"No Bullying" Brings Barth State Recognition 


An exemplary new anti-bullying pro- 
gram at Barth Elementary School has 
earned kudos from the Michigan Asso- 
ciation of School Boards. 

"This comprehensive, research- 
based effort emphasizes positive expec- 
tations for behavior and positive conse- 
quences for kind, respectful behavior,” 
the MASB award booklet stated. 

According to Barth principal Diane 
Golka, the program was developed by 
school social worker Susan Mitchell, 
health/physical-education teacher Sheila 
Stasak, andschool intervention special- 
ist Theresa Blizman. 

"Initial student surveys showed that 
26% of the first graders favored bullying 
to resolve problems, and 30% of the 
sixth-graders thought that there was too 
much violence in school," Golka ex- 
plained. "My staff studied the entire stu- 
dent survey andcame up with ideas that 
would encourage students to ‘do the 
right thing.’" 

The anti-bullying program features 
two main elements. The first — called 
“Caught Caring" — rewards students 
who have been observed helping others. 
Their names are entered into weekly 
drawings for popular prize items such 
as games, puzzles, and school sup- 
plies. "No Bullying" — the second part of 
the program — features skits about bul- 


lying behavior and effective ways of 
dealing with it. The skits have been such 
a big hit that students and staff were 
invited to perform them for members of 
the Romulus Board of Education. 


Golka is happy to report that the 
new program has had a definite impact. 
A current student survey indicates that 
ithas made a big difference in the school

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Secretary of State Office To Close

Credit Scoring 

Governor Jennifer Granholm re- 
cently proposed a rule to ban the use of 
credit scoring when determining insur- 
ance rates. | believe this is an important 
step in addressing the rising costs of 
insurance in Michigan. Credit scoring 
adversely affects lower-income house- 
holds, as well as people who do not 
have acredit rating. This discriminatory 
practice should not be allowed. 

The process of implementing the 
rule is not finished, but is a good step in 
creating more fair and affordable insur- 
ance costs for all Michigan consumers. 
Continuing Education for School 
Administrators 

The House Education Committee 
recently heard testimony on a bill to 
require that school administrators com- 
plete continuing education requirements 
within the first five years of being em- 
ployed, and every five years thereafter, 
in order to continue employment. Cur- 
rently, the State Board of Education is 
required to promulgate rules establish- 
ing continuing education requirements 
to be completed within a five-year pe- 
riod. Senate Bill 1073 would instead 
require the superintendent of public in- 
struction to promulgate these rules.

The Federal Gov- 
ernment should expand these grants 
and put more money into this type of 
research. 
Energy & Technology Committee 
The House Energy and Technology 
Committee began hearing testimony on 
House Bills 5807 and 5808. The bills 
would bring independent energy trans- 
mission companies under the samerules 
and guidelines as the major utility com- 
panies. This technical update to an ex- 
isting law would make it easier for inde- 
pendent transmission companies to 
continue to investin Michigan's electric- 
ity infrastructure, and help add stability 
to our energy transmission and supply.

On Tuesday, May 4, 2004, the vin- 
tage Monitor Model C windmill finally 
stood tall again, and is now a part of the 
Romulus Historical Park. 

Manufactured by the Baker Manu- 
facturing Company of Wisconsin, this 


windmill has had a long history. Built in | 


1923, it stood on a farm in Sumpter 
Township until about 1970. At that time, 
Tutt Mach moved the disassembled 
windmill from Sumpter to his home in 
Romulus. There, itwas reassembled by 
Mach and erected in his backyard. 

Sixteen years later, in July of 1986, 
Mach and his wife Eula donated the 
windmill to the Romulus Historical Soci- 
ety. Tutt Mach, Larry Boelter, Fred Hay, 
Helen Hay, and Pearl Varner volun- 
teeredto move the windmill off the Mach 
farm property, which was being lost to 
the expansion of Detroit Metropolitan 
Wayne County Airport. Boelter trans- 
ported the Monitor in its entirety to his 
home and stored it for the Historical 
Society for 10 years. After that time, it 
was moved again, to Romulus Histori- 
cal Park, where it lay on the grass, 
waiting to be restored. 

It wasn't until 2003 that Sheldon 
Chandler, a Historical Society member, 


volunteered to chair the windmill project. 
With the help of a $1,000 donation from 
the Romulus Festival Committee, the 
project proceeded forward. 

Chandler and his wife Gloria trav- 
eled to Indiana to secure vital informa- 
tion concerning the windmill andits parts. 
Much had to be researched so that it 
could be restored properly. After a good 
deal of hard work and effort, Chandler 
finally completed the top half of the 
windmill. | 

The bottom half of the structure was 
rebuilt by MBM Fabricators of Romulus. 
David Paul, former director of the City of 
Romulus Department of Public Works, 
served as liaison between Mayor Alan 
R. Lambert's office, the DPW, andMBM 
Fabricators to coordinate the project. 

During the final phase, the DPW 
painted the bottom frame and poured 
the concrete slab that would serve as 
the windmill's base. 

On May 4, the Monitor was carefully 
erected by a DPW crew. An enthusias- 
tic crowd watched the historic event 
take place. The windmill now stands 
just north of the Samuel R. Kingsley 
house, and will be a part of Fuel ees 
history once again. 

Thank you to all who helped make 
this project possible.

said Dick Kruse, district spokesperson. 

Kruse noted that Meriweather has 
been a strong advocate of academic 
excellence throughouthis career. Romu- 
lus athletic teams often host study tables, 
and weekly grade checks are required 
for student athletes. 

"Meriweather drew upon his own 
background as a standout Michigan City, 
Indiana three-sport prep star who com- 
bined athletic and academic achieve- 
ment," said Kruse.

In 1991, Jason Barber and his 
friends were out drinking and driving. 
They decided to race each other. The 
intoxicated Barber was behind the 
wheel of a truck in which his brother, 
Aaron, was a passenger.
